Mrs. 
K**riton 
B. Turck, nee Miss 
A vis Paine of this city, addressed the 
Ghicago Wom an’s club in the regular 
meeting of the class in “ Them es in 
Gouteinjaorary Literatu re” recently on 
“ History Illum ined by Fiction .” Mrs. 
Turck said she would present the effect 
of t he historical 
novel upon coritem- 
dorary thought 
by 
stim ulating the 
imagination to seize upon the sig­ 
nificant detail of t Ik* past decades. 
Belerririg to t he f!«m»< 1 of historii’al 
novels now coming from authors of 
England, Italy, Bussia. Scot land, and 
other lands, and especially from A m ­ 
erica, M rs. Turck added: 
“ Too many 
ant hors are allured by t he phenomenal 
success which Some 
of t h<* 
recent 
works have attained and are giving 
the public books writ ten in haste and 
without Ihe necessary historical re- 
»eareh. 
No 
condemnation 
is 
too 
»! rung for writers of this class. 
In a 
sense they seem 
to betray 
a public 
trust, tor are not historical personages 
and events a public t rust ?’’ 
For t he t rue, wort by uplift ing his­ 
torical novel Mrs.Turek had thiscom- 
medat itm: 
“ Its great 'effect is in stim ulating

imagination.

historian is 
necessarily a r**v iewer.

I Th** conclusion was reached t hat while 
novel reading would never replace the 
real work of I he student of history to 
t he masses, the “ better class of recent 
historical novels may be of great 
v«l.
